Tory ploy fails 

The Tory ploy to fight the General Election on an 
anti-trades union ticket instead of on its own record has 
been a total failure. Heath has not held on to power but 
it is the British people that have to pay the price for his 
desperate bid to do so. The completely unnecessary three 
day week, which was imposed in order to turn other groups 
of workers against the miners, must soon result in a much 
lowered standard of living. 

If the Tories had won they too would have had to 
settle with the miners. Such a settlement passed on to the 
consumer in the form of dearer coal merely redistributes 
money already in circulation and is not inflationary. The 
Tory Government stance, therefore, was totally bogus. The 
real cause of inflation is not the demand for wage increases 
but the Government’s own financial policies. It is with 
Government that the solutions lie. 

The other industrial dispute at issue before the 
Election was that concerning the railmen. Britain’s 
archaic union system is plagued by demarcation disputes 
and inter-union rivalry. Nowhere is this more apparent 
than on the railways. The National Front advocates 
one large, strong and democratic union per industry. 
Controversy over pay differentials can then be confined 
to internal dispute instead of being worked out at the 
expense of the general public. 

One other aspect of the Tory stance deserves 
comment. Heath made much capital out of the fact 
that Communists hold high office in many trades unions. 


Biggest food price 
rise since War 


IN THE calendar year from 
December to December, the 
1973 food price increase of 
19p in the £ was the biggest 
since the Second World War. 
Since the last General Election 
of June 1970 food prices have 
risen by 48.7%. 

A very large factor in these 
massive increases is undoubtedly 
the Common Market. Before 
British entry we were promised 
by the pro-Marketeers that the rise 
in the price of food as a' result 


of entry would only be lp in the 
£ each year for three years. This 
was a blatant lie. 

Other factors involved include 
the general rise in world food prices 
upon which Britain is needlessly 
dependent. A substantial cause of 
this rise was the massive shipment 
of American grain to Communist 
Russia, which resulted in a shortage 
of feed in the Western world and 
thus higher prices for meat. The 
deal was organised by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture acting in 
accordance with grain speculators.

DR. BENJAMIN SPOCK, the child 
psychologist, has retracted the per¬ 
missive theories on child rearing 
that he advanced twenty-eight years 
ago in his book, Baby and Child 
Care . In Redbook, an American 
women’s magazine, he has confessed 
that the “know-it-all” attitudes of 
child psychologists and experts like 
himself had helped to produce “too 
many children who were disobliging, 
difficult to deal with and over- 
indulgent.” 

Since his book was first pub¬ 


lished in 1946 it has sold more 
than 25 million copies and has been 
translated into thirty languages. 
Though Spock’s original message 
may well have been a step in the 
right direction, there is no doubt 
that it has been taken to a ridiculous 
extreme by a whole army of socio¬ 
logists, psychologists and social 
anthropologists whose motives may 
not solely have been concerned 
with the immediate welfare of 
children.
